In this area a 
Social Security representative is at 
the North Adams Post Office every 
Monday between noon and 3 P..M. 
When you report have the following 
information and papers with you. 

1. Your Social Security number. 

2. Your spouse's Social Security 
number if applicable. 

5. Proof of your age and spouse's 
age (birth Certificate, baptismal certi¬ 
ficate. etc.) 

4. Your copy of your W .2 form 
showing your previous year's reported 
earnings. 

5. A statement from your employer 
showing your up-to-date earnings in 
the current year. 

6. An estimate of any additional 
earnings for the current year. 

If you follow the above steps your 
application will be processed in time 
so that you will receive your checks 
immediately following retirement.

A Sprague Electric Engineering 
Scholarship is also made available to 
graduates of local high schools who 
will be entering an Engineering or 
Science course of study. It also pro¬ 
vides a grant of $500 per year for four 
years. A Sprague F.leetrie Coopera¬ 
tive Engineering Scholarship is made 
available to a graduate who lives 
within a 25 mile radius of North 
Adams and who will be entering an 
institution giving a cooperative course. 
This grant provides $500 for one year. 


In addition, a Sprague Electric 
Nursing Scholarship is made avail¬ 
able to a graduate who lives within 25 
miles of North Adams and will be pur¬ 
suing a nursing career. This grant pro¬ 
vides $400 for a three year period. 

A unique feature of the Sprague 
Scholarship Program is that in addi¬ 
tion to the grants extended to stud¬ 
ents, the Company gives to each 
college or university a “matching" 
fund grant in an amount equal to 
that of the scholarship. These “match¬ 
ing" grants may be used by the in¬ 
stitution in any constructive manner 
it wishes.

Flic Northern Berkshire League 
ended with Adams dethroning Pitts¬ 
field High as champions. Adams end¬ 
ed league play with a brilliant 11-1 
record while runnerup Pittsfield, 
which was the only NBL team to de¬ 
feat Adams, wound up with a proud 
10-2 record. Adams went on to defeat 
Lee, the Southern Berkshire champ¬ 
ions in two straight games to take 
county laurels. 

Both Adams and Pittsfield were in¬ 
vited to the Annual Western Mass, 
schoolboy tournament with the even¬ 
tual winner competing for the New 
England title. 

Pittsfield lost its opening game to a 
favored St. Johns Quintet, the de¬ 
fending champion from Worcester, 
by a score of 63-59. Adams easily de¬ 
feated a cold Greenfield team in their 
opening game by a 57-42 score and 
won the right to enter the semi-finals.

Area Extends Best Wishes 
To Dale Long For ’59 Season 


Northern Berkshire baseball fans 
will be following closely the baseball 
news emanating from the Mesa, 
Arizona spring training camp of the 
Chicago Cubs. 

The reason for the local interest, ol 
course, is Dale Long of North Adams, 
a former Sprague Electric company 
employe, and a top member of the 
Chicago Cubs. 

Long is starling his 6th season in the 
National League, and his third with 
the Windy City nine. Last year, Long 
aided the Cubs in leading the major 
leagues in home’ runs when lie drove 
20 balls into the seals. The Cubs, 
with Ernie Banks. National League 
MVP, whacking 47 homers, hit 182. 

Long started his major league 
career with the Pittsburgh Pirates in 
1951. He appeared briefly with the 
Pirates in 1951 before being sold to the 
St. Louis Browns. I he ex-AU New 
England basketball center failed to 
slick with the Brownies and went 
back to the minors. He had two great 
seasons in the Pacific Coast League 
with the Hollywood Stars, and after 
being named MVP in 1953 and lead¬ 
ing the PCI, in slugging in 1954, was 
given a second crack at the Pirate 
first base job in 1955. 

Long beat out four candidates in 
winning the job. In 1955, he led the 
Pirates in batting with a .291 mark 
and also tied for the most triples in the 
National League, he and Willie May 
each getting 13. 

In 1956, Long set the baseball world 
on fire when he established a new 
major league home run hitting record 
which had escaped the greats of the 
game like Babe Ruth. Lou Gehrig. 
Mel Oil. Ted Williams and Joe 
Dimaggio. He homered in eight con¬ 
secutive games, a feat that won him 
national acclaim. 

Because of Long’s tremendous early 
season splurge in 1956, lie was named 
Pittsburgh’s man of the year and re¬ 
ceived the coveted Dapper Dan 
award, the chief trophy given an 
athlete in Pittsburgh. 

Dale failed to survive a batting 
slump in the early weeks of the 1957

season, and on May 1st was traded to 
the Cubs. When lie left Pittsburgh 
after four weeks of the season, Dale 
was hitting a feeble .182. Once in the 
Chicago livery, however, he regained 
his batting touch, and closed the 
season with a .298 mark, his best in 
the majors. It was good enough to 
lead the Cubs in batting for 1957. 

I.ttst year. Dale’s baiting average 
slipped off to .271. However, he hit 
20 home runs and drove in 75 runs, 
Long was among the top fifteen in the 
National League in homers, RBI’s 
and slugging. The manager of the 
Cubs pointed out Long’s value to the 
leant last winter on the banquet cir¬ 
cuit when he staled that next to Banks, 
Long was responsible for more Cub 
wins than any other member of the 
team. Sehcl’fing said that Long 
broke up 12 games with timclv bast- 
hits or run-producing fix- balls. 

Long is considered one of the Na¬ 
tional 1 .eaguc’s classiest first basemen. 
For the past two years, he has finished 
second in the league in fielding, be¬ 
hind the Milwaukee Braves’ brilliant 
Frank torn-. However, in each year, 
I .ong has handled many more chances 
than the Braves initial sacker. 

Dale is one of the most popular Cub 
players. He was elected their player 
representative, after being with the 
Cubs for less than a year.
